Problems Facing Republicans 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—IN stern pursuit of their vastly important 
fiscal program, -the Republicans in'Congress can. remain impervious to 
the bureaucratic squealers and stand undamaged by the vituperative •. 
protests of their political and journalistic protectors—-just so "long-.as 
they do not publicly expose themselves as insincere, and inconsistent.- 


QP course, they will be accused of these things 
But that will not hurt 


so long as they are ..riot true. However, if these charges of insincerity 
and inconsistency are convincingly presented with proof and uncon- 
vincingly answered with bombast, then the Republicans win be badly, 
damaged, indeed. If that happens, it would be better, if they had. never 
used -the'word "economy," or mentioned "taxes," "waste" or "debt". 
The moment that idea: seeps into the so-called public mindv.all .chances to 
reap a 1948 reward! disappears. 


THOUGHTFUL Republican leaders are more than a little worried about 
this. ..The..danger, jthey say, is so clear that it should not exist. Yec It 
does. Obviously, the Republicans cannot embark on aVgreat .'campaign, 
to end governmental waste and restore national solvency, and at the 
same time publicly! nullify their own efforts by initiating new wavs-of 
wasting money and keeping the budget out of balance.. This would be 
treating the American people as though they- were utterly incapable-of 
reason or understanding. It also would be convicting themselves of 
idiocy or hypocrisy—or both.- 


IT can be conceded, perhaps, that the Republicans, have too much senss 
deliberately to play ,such a double, gome. Their danger lies more in 
loose leadership and lack of discipline than i-n evil intent. But the effect' 
would be the same. -There" are two ways by which they can slip into this 
extremely vulnerable • position almost'before, they know where they are. 
One is through affirmative action taken.without reckoning the cost; the 
other through negative action, without .being sufficiently awake to the 
inevitable result of inexcusable negligence. On the affirmative' side' 
there is the tendency of- various Republican leaders in an effort to vac- 
cinate against being labeled "reactionary" to develop a "social program" 
of their own, along housing, health .and educational^ lines. Also' there 
is the tendency, under pressure,, to extend additional aid in the shape of 
bonuses, etc., to the veterans.- The costs of these proposals will total 
hundreds of millions of dollars. The iDoint is not raised as to their 
merits, though such points could be raised. 


THE really important points are, first, whether the nation, at this . 
period, can affor,d- such great new expenditures, thus niaidng it impos- 
sible to steady'its tottering'financial structure; second, whether, even 
if the proposals were all ^meritorious; they should not be postponed .until 
fiscal stability had been reasonably regained; third, .whether the Re- 
publican party can support such proposals at this time without indefen-. 
sible inconsistency. On the negative side, it. seems equally culpable for 
the Republicans to refrain from action that would wipe-o\it'large depart- 
mental deficits as to further plans for creating new deficits. The ahin- 
ing opportunity to do the first is presented by. the Post Office Depart- 
ment, .again. • confronted, by. a large deficit and. again' asking to be put. 
on a self-sustaining basis. .As-was ftoirited out in this place some weeks 
ago, 
the Post Office Department .deficit next year 'will run between. 


$287,000,000 and $340,000,000. This is. almost-as much money" as Mr. Tru- 
man is asking for the support of Greece and Turkey, and which botii 
parties are ready to _ unite in providing. 


THERE are tlires obvious reasons the Republicans should meet ade- - 
quately this 'Post Office situation. One is that .it is so easy to do. It 
can be done without really hurting anyone. All that is needed is to con- ! 
tinue the 3-cent rate for first-class mail and at the same time raise; the 
rates.on second, third and fourth class mail. Not only can this be done 
without hardship but as a. matter of justice it should have been done 
long ag<3. It would end an unjustifiable subsjdy to newspapers and 
magazines which nearly every postmaster general for 50 years has de- 
nounced. A second-reason the Republicans can. fake "this action easily is''., 
because it is recommended by the Democratic Administration. There 
.-would really be. no one to object—except the usual lobby. 


MANIFESTLY, the arguments for putting the Post Office Department : 
in position inhere it can operate without debt merely by ceasing to carry 
so vast a liuBc of mail below cost, are stronger now than ever before. 
If this thing which everybody agrees is desirable is ever to be done,1:' 
clearly now is the time to do it. If, under existing circumstances,' 
through inertia, indifference or sheer incompetency, thg Republicans 
muff this opportunity, their sincerity and consistency will De difficult to 
defend..

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Old City Ordinances 
Revive Some Memories 


Time was when one who expec- 


torated, on a public sidewalk' was 
. hauled 
before 
His Honor, 
the 


Mayor, and upon conviction was 
fined anywhere from §1 to S10. 
An ordinance to this effect was 
passed August 12, 1907. 


According to the ordinance which 


never was repealed, it says that "it 
is forbidden to expectorate, spit or 
vomit upon any of the public side- 
walks or paved footways". 


No doubt this ordinance was- 


caused by health reason, plus the 
fact that" milady wore long dresses 
that almost swept the sidewalk.1-, 
and incidentally the skirts are get- 
ting longer nowadays according to 
milady's style sheet. 


Another Ancient One 


Another ancient ordinance, one 


of the forerunners to the present 
day "parking ordinance", adopted 
January 30, . 1897, calls for -every 
person in charge of a wagon," dray, 
hack or other vehicle, shall place 
his horse or horses, etc., close to 
the curb. 


"But none'of the said vehicles 


shall be placed in front of any 
house or any store" the ordinance 
adds. However, this ordinance was 
passed in the days when autos 
were lacking here and when city 
was not built up at it now is. 


Downspout Ordinance

Passed March 21, 1905, was an 


ordinance, which yet is effective 
and applies to down-spouts. It for-

pation troops in Germany live large­ 
ly an the fat of the land. 
They have requisitioned the best 
houses in every town without paying 
any rent for them, and officers 
drive Germaiwh&ke fcc&fs* ‘ Before 
Soviet authorities split up the Prus­ 
sian Junker holdings, they took the 
most valuable items on the proper­ 
ties for themselves. They confiscat­ 
ed 
machines 
and 
livestock 
and < 
placed these on new ‘farms' liMer* 
Russian 
management 
which 
now 
supplies the troops and their de­ 
pendents with food. 
The 
Russians eat well for very 
little 
money. 
They seem to have 
plenty 
of 
batter, 
eggs, 
sausage, 
bread and potatoes for their daily 
fare. 
However, on our trip we 
never 
had a dessert with a 
meal, 
and as far as we could make out, 
they considered sweets incompati­ 
ble with Soviet virility. 
No real coffee or tea was served 
on the whole journey but there were 
always enough beer, schnapps and 
German liqueurs around to quench 
everyone's 
thirst. 
The 
schnapps 
was drawn from German potatoes, 
and the Germans complained that 
the Russians used even precious 
seed potatoes for the production 
of the beverage. 
Separate I.ives 
In 
principle, the Russians live 
completely separate lives from the 
Germans. 
They have their own movies and 


clubs. 
They never invite Germans 
to their houses, and Russian d e -: 
pendents’ children do not play with | 
German children. 
Fraternization 
between 
Russian 
soldiers and German girls is not ex­ 
pressly forbidden. 
Soviet officers j 
do not mind too m uch if a soldier 
associates with a German girl and 
ge: alarmed only if he falls in love 
with her. 
This is inadmissible to 
official Soviet eyes. 
Soviet 
soldiers look spruced-up 
around garrison headquarters but 
the farther away you gc from tlie 
Kommandantura, the dirtier they 
become. 
On the roads and in the 
villages we saw enlisted men whose 
tunics were soiled all over and who 
obviously had not washed for days.!

A policeman on the island of 
Reugen with whom we walked fhru 
the streets pointed out several Rus­ 
sians to us who mingled inconspicu­ 
ously with the crowd. In past times 
this would have been impossible, be­ 
cause everyone used to know every­ 
body else in the small towns.

Men In Germany 


Radio Education Head Says Top 
Personnel Should Be Used 
In Occupation 


COLUMBUS, O.. April 25.

—Dr I. Keith Tyler, head of radio 
education at Ohio State university, 
has 
urged 
universities, 
research 
firms and other groups employing 
top personnel in many fields to lend 
their key men to Germany to help 
make the occupation work. 
He recently returned from a three 
months survey in Germany as part 
of a. w&r department program to 
draft expert help on German re­ 
education. 
Dr. Tyler declared on his re­ 
turn 
that 
the 
indifference 
and 
apathy of the American people, who 
wanted to just beat Germany and 
“then forget about it”, may endan­ 
ger the whole occupation task. 
Need Good Men 
He stated that the “crying need 
in Germany today is competent 
American personnel”. He said that 
he and other Americans doing va­ 
rious jobs in Germany were hopeful 
that eventually the country could 
be democratized but that it would 
take good personnel in many key 
areas to do the job. 
“And those people are not avail­ 
able today in Germany in any con­ 
siderable numbers.” the OSU pro­ 
fessor said. 
He pointed out that 
persons holding key positions in the 
U. S. do not volunteer or will not 
go if requested because they 'will 
lose out on career security, tenure 
and advancement at home if they 
do a two-year job in Germany. 
“It is the job of colleges, com­ 
merce. industry and

which have some good people to 
i assure their men that their jobs and 
salaries will be protected while they 
help to do the job right in Ger­ 
many."

Tractor-Type Gear Enables 
Heavy Bombers To Set 
Down On Any Terrain 


By LEE VAN ATTA

WASHINGTON, Aj5ril 25—A new 
j age in airpower is just around the 
¡corner. 
And when it comes, don't 
be surprised if some of the latest 
| air force bombers are landing in 
| yonder back pasture. 
They won’t be out of gas or even 
| crash-landing. They’ll just be paus- 
{ing a moment or two for picnic on 
I a cross-country filght. 
For the Army Air Forces is con- 
| ducting highly successful experi- 
j ments on aircraft equipped exclu- 
jsively with tractor landing gear—a 
j revolutionary technique which en- 
ables heavy bombers to land in’ 
j fields, pastures, mudholes, sand or 
; even once dreaded brush country. 
The day of super-sensitive land­ 
ing gears and airdromes which had 
to be “just so” are on the way out. 
The extreme flexibility the air forces j 
is .seeking gives fresh promise of j 
being well on the way in. 
What it foreshadows for military ! 
operations is almost beyond imag­ 
ination: no longer will projected 
airborne army plans be held back 
by lack of airdromes in remote 
areas: no longer will airplanes have 
, to count on far-forward engineers 
! to allow them to land and operate 
! from hitherto impossible sectors. 
And it’s all because of a compara­ 
tively innocuous looking piece of 
landing equipment. 
Already Equipped 
* The air forces’ new troop carrier, 
the Fairchild C-82 Packet, already 
is being equipped with gear while 
tests have been conducted at Wright 
Field, Ohio, on the Douglas A-20 
attack

The tests have proven the design­ 
ers claims and the Packet manufac­ 
turers say the horizons are limitless. 
In effect, the caterpillar type track 
commonly used on tractors and 
tanks has simply been applied to 
the airplane. 
A continuous smooth outer sur- 
! faced bplt rolling on and supported 
| by “bogies” assembled into a land­ 
ing gear are the whole secref of 
the new gear’s success. 
First tests at Wright Field were 
tried in soft mud and loose sand. 
Any normal airplane of any even 
¡relatively light weight would have 
bogged down hopelessly. 
Not so the tractor-equipped A-20. 
With fairly heavy loading it taxied 
speedily through the morass, ran 
up its engines in soft sand and then 
took off in approximately 1.19Q fe * 
of similar mud-sand conditions. 
Engineers Amazed 
Engineers rubbed their eyes with 
frank amazement and admitted that 
here was a design that would have 
a sweeping effect on airplanes en­ 
gaged in every phase of modern 
American living. 
What the gear portends for the 
Army Air Forces’ very heavy bomb­ 
ardment 
equipment 
is 
not 
yet 
known. The tremendous weight of 
the huge new bombers may prove 
too much even for the new innova­ 
tion. 
But if it should prove suc­ 
cessful, it could alter the whole 
complex future of airdrome con­ 
struction throughout the world. 
As one air engineer said: “a mil­ 
lion dollars invested in this gear 
today might save five time that 
figure in future airdrome construc­ 
tion.” 
Similarly, engineers hold that the 
new design should have top priority 
because it represents the only solu­ 
tion to making airborne armies both 
mobile and largely self-supporting. 
They are expected to open a whole 
new vista of air possibilities rang­ 
ing from mail deliveries in remote 
farm areas up to a sweeping pano­ 
rama of military potentialities.

ing gears, and airdromes which had 
to be "just so" are on the way out. 
The extreme flexibility the air forces 
is ,seeking gives fresh promise of 


i being well on the way in. 


What it foreshadows for military 


operations is almost beyond imag- 
ination: no longer will projected 
airborne arrny plans be held back 
by lack of airdromes in remote 
areas: no longer will airplanes have 
to count on far-forward engineers 
to allow them to land and operate 
from hitherto impossible sectors. 


And it's all because of a compara- 


tively innocuous looking piece of 
landing equipment. 


Already Equipped 


' The air forces' new troop carrier, 
the Pairchild C-82 Packet, already 
is being equipped with gear while 
tests have been conducted at Wright

SOFIA, April 25.—(By Airmail)— 


Booted. Soviet, soldiers with tommy- 
guns stand guard and a line of 
Red-starred fighter planes greets a 
visitor at the Bulgarian capital's 
airport.

Russians have withdrawn "into the 
background: . except for an 'infre- 
quent column of troops with Mon- 
goloid, faces shuffling through the 
streets, the Soviet Army is cot' very 
mi;ch in evidence.

Widespread traces of bomb de- 


bris' are a token of the air attacks 
the 
city underwent from 
Allied 


heavy bombers during the war. 


Place-names have changed since 


prewar days. The pine forest along 
the slopes of Vitosha, the snow- 
flecked mountain behind Sofia, used 
to be called Boris Wood, after the 
late king; now they're called "Lib- 
erty Park." 


The main thoroughfare has like- 


wise undergone a subtle change. It 
was once called avenue of the Lib- 
erator Czar,'after Alexander III of 
Russia; now, it's been renamed, 
simply, "Avenue of Liberation." 


The nishtly promenade typical of 


a European city begins along this 
avenue of dusk and lasts until 
about 11 p. m., during which time 
traffic is blocked off and crowds 
stroll in the streets or sit idly at 
cafes. 


Sofia boasts one swank nightclub, 


the Astoria, where a danceband 
plays American tunes and Bulgarian 
champagne sells at 3,000 leva a 
bottle (over $10)'. In all of Sofia's 
nightspots, the waiters and hos- 
tesses reputedly are police, spies as- 
signed

keep tabs on the foreigners who 
constitute the bulk,of the patrons.
